A new calendar proposal, which will 
oliow the year to be conveniently divid- 
ed and still have a fixity of each 
month's- dates .was suggested in a 
Geneva report, rècently. The older 
plan of a 13 month year was forward 
also. . , 

Tho advantages 'and disadvantages 
of the two schemes of the League of 
Nations' Calendar Reform' Committee 
In the report which , was just publish- 
ed at Geneva, were pointed out by Dr. 
A. V. Douglas, lecturer in Astro-physics 
In an Interview, yesterday. She first 
stressed tho Importance of calendar 
reform, and tho necessity i of ^ a' more 
uniform and simplified calendar for 
tho world. . 

Two ' Proposals 
"At ^ meeting in Geneva which con- 
venedi on. October 12, -last year, the 
udvlsabillty of having a fixed calendar 
waa diacuascd. An ittternatlonal con- 
ference for Calendar Reform was 'tVten 
called by the Leoeue," Dr. Douglas 
said. - " 

The two proposals which were put 
forward were both considered feasible 
and were both recommended by the 
Committee, The first scheme ia that 
tho year bo divided Into 13 "months 
with 28 days In each, the extra" isay 
coming' In at the end of the year, ' as 
a double Saturday so as not ' to In- 
tetfére .with the fixity and perman 
(snce of each date. , .

It wag the last day of a sordid murder trial. 

The courtroom was hot and sticky with Its picsr oI
